SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: MARCH, 1965 


Rainfall: Average fall for the State in March was generally above normal, but the North, East, Midlands, South-East and Flinders 
Island areas continued the February pattern of below-normal falls, ranging from nearly 50% below for the East Coast and Flinders 
Island to 4% below for the North. Positive departures from normal ranged from only 3% in the Derwent Valley to 75% on King 
Island. 


Heaviest fall of 1,467 points, more than ten inches above the February reading, was again at Lake Margaret, while the lowest, 
15 points, was at St. Marys. 


Temperature: Generally both day and night temperatures were below normal during the month. Greatest negative departure 
of mean maxima was 2.4° at Erriba. Elsewhere, departures ranged to 2° below normal. Negative departures of mean minima ranged 
from more than 1° for the greater part of the State to more than 3° for small sections near St. Helens, Swansea, Burnie and Launceston. 


Highest temperature (95°) was registered at Hobart Airport on the 2nd March and at Flinders Island on the 3rd March, while 
the lowest reading for the month (25°) was at Palmerston on the 29th March. 


Rural Conditions: Pastures and crops in the South-East, Northern, Midlands and Hast Coast areas were in only fair condition 
following further below-average rainfall in March, and heavy falls were required to promote Autumn growth in these areas. However, 
King Island crops and pastures are improving rapidly following falls of up to 75% above normal. Delays in maturity of some apple 
crops, especially the Jonathan variety, caused confusion in shipping arrangements. Harvesting of the early potato crops was com- 
plete in most districts.
